As it is in- 
tended to be used as a dancing room, 
all angles have been-carefully avoided, 
and tho main seats arc recessed in the 
four corners so as to leave as much 
room as possible for dancing. 
The 


oval idea is carried out in the ceiling 
which begins with one large cove and 
ends with a smaller cove and a ceiling 
light. The two coves are separated 
from each other by a row of perforated 
panels which act as ventilators. A line 
of gas jets above tho ceiling 
light 


down into the music room and serve to 
promote the circulation of air through 
the ventilators. The wood-work of the 
room is finished in enamelled white 
and gold. Tho walls are plainly tinted 
and the two coves, which are covered 
with a design of festoons, wreaths and 
cartouches in low relief, are decorated 
in green, cream and gold. The frieze 
which encircles the whole room is of 
dancing boys and garlands. The end 
of the room toward the conservatory 
bays out over tho door and forms a 
gallery for the musicians, who have a 
small private staircase leading up. 
. Looking out toward tho Spouting 
Rock there are sliding doors, glazed, 
with a balcony outside, while the two 
ends of tho room look the one toward 
the beach and the other through the 
plants and palms of the conservatory 
to the drawing room. 


The conservatory connects the draw- 


ing room and music room in a straight 
line and forms the end of the dining 
room.

Her sister Mary married Hor- 
ace Mann, and her sister Sophia bc- 
:ame the wife of Nathaniel Hawthorne. 
A mere family reunion would have 
lirought her into contact with some of 
the finest minds in the country. 


Tbe True Dutob CuUin*. 


People generally ask M to another 


country: "What Bort of food did ycu 
have?" "Well, to chooie out the most 
genuinely Uutoh dishes, wo had, per 
h»ps, potstoo puree, or bouillon, flavor- 
ed with chervil, aud containing balls of 
veal force meat. The fish might be 
soles or plaice, but, to give me kindly a 
more national delicacy, wo bad water 
bass from the canals sometimes. These 
are about the size of our trout, and are 
served up, half a dozen or so, In n deep 
dish, swimming in the water they arc 
! boiled in, flavored with "Hat-leaved 
parsley." (Tho English name for this 
plant I cannot say, it being strange to 
me, but my cousin Hugo declared it 
unknown to us.) Water ba»s are oaten 
with thin sandwiches of rye bread; but 
without the latter, and the bread anil 
butter only, 1 thought them excellent, 
Another night wo had a jack, done 
Dutch fashion. When boiled, all the 
small bones were removed, and tho fish 
chopped up nnd mixed with butter, 
popper, onions nnd savory herbs. Then, 
rolled back into flsh-liko shape, the 
jack is browned, bread-crumbed, and 
eaten always with salad. It was really 
very good. Next came generally roast 
or stewed venl or beef, mutton being so 
poor it is rarely eaten. For vegetables, 
Invariably potatoes, excellently cooked, 
with butter, and besides those wo like- 
wise nso boiled endives and broad- 
crumbed cabbage. Partridges follow- 
ed, sometimes ait c/iota, or other game. 
Wild ducks wore plentiful and some 
neighbors had just had an early dawn's 
sport out in tho dunes, getting 04 birds 
to four guns. "Not so bad, but still 
not very good," said the Irrepressible. 
Of sweets and savories I need give no 
hints, because they wore mostly of 
French origin. Dessert over, both la- 
dies and gentlemen return together to 
tho drawing-room for coffee, which is 
drank in tho smallest and most precious 
of handlolcs.s, old bine china. Such a 
sot with us would 1)0 behind a glass 
case. Then come liqueurs—cognac and 
aniseed, the latter being a favorite.— 
The gentlemen went out this warm 
evening to smoke their cigapsttes ou 
tho terrace for a little while. Then 
they dropped in again to the cheery an- 
tique room for chat and tea. The ma- 
hogany peat bucket and its kettle had 
been placed by tho footman, as usual, 
beside tho table, aud very old Chinese 
little teacups, almost as valuable as the 
blue porcelain, wore ranged on a wood- 
en tray truly Dutch.—[The English Il- 
lustrated Magazine. 


Tbe Decline of Hoopi. 


By tho end of 1787 hoops had almost 


entirely^ gone out of fashion. In Eng- 
land I find that at Court the wearing of 
these precursors of crinoline, by ladies 
attending tho royal drawing room, was 
compulsory until so recently as 1814, 
and one of the inducements held oul to 
the Princess Charlotte—a rare tomboy, 
who hated any restriction on her strong 
young limbs—to marry the Prince of 
Orange was that hoop petticoats were 
no longer worn at Court at The Hague. 
Perfectly plain skirts in all but wed- 
ding dresses seemed to have been tho 
vogue in Prance in 1787-8, and the com- 
parative exiguity of the gowns led to a 
corresponding diminution in tho quan- 
tity of material required. In Decem- 
ber, 1787, tho Queen had a gown of 
I/rand valours noir, and six yards seem 
to have been tbe average of stuff allow- 
ed for the skirt of a dress. H must be 
remembered that velvets and brocades 
were woven much wider in the last 
century than is the case at present. 
There is one entry, however, of ten 
yards of green talTota for the lining of a 
gown of green gauze; tite tafl'eta was 
probably narrower in width than the 
velvet. 
The ilarquise de Chastelux 


had only seven yards of white crepe for 
the petticoat of a grand habit with 
flounces. The really economical nature 
of tlie Queen is shown in an invoice for 
September, 1788, where she was charg- 
ed trifling suinn for shortening the ends 
of threO muslin cravats and rctrimining 
them, and for "doing up" an old petti- 
coat of brown poult de soic. In Decem- 
ber. 17SS, the Princess de Lamballc paid 
ready money to the extent of 12 livrcs 
fora pair of Court cufTs of worsted lace, 
(known in modern times as yfik), a pair 
of sabots, and a pair of "barbcs" in 
black worsted. Almost simultaneously 
a whole bevy of Court ladies gave or- 
ders for "sabots," "barbes" and cuffs 
of worsted lace. In January, 1780, the 
year of the Revolution, Mme. Eloffc 
furnished the Princess dc Solere with a 
sumptuous court dress of white taffeta 
trimmed witlt satin and white jet, witli 
a rich bouquet or spray of roses and 
sweet peas, and, for a wonder, a hoop. 
The distended dress with its embellish- 
ments cost nearly 1,400 livrea.—[Sala, 
in the Fortnightly lieview.

fashion of giving afternoon 


dances, which a few French ladies imi- 
tated, amongst other customs, from to- 
ddy in London, is now very largely 
adopted, and having been first started 
in Paris, tho dances are now continued 
with great vigour in large country 
houses, and at seaside and inland bath- 
ing resorts, where they form tho chief 
amusement of tho younger part of the 
visitors. Young ladies especially tako 
groat delight in these revels, but were 
at first much puzzled to know what

Little eccen- 
tricities of style are quite permissible 
but on the whole there is not much ex- 
aggeration in these chapcanx, and the 
capotes in particular are dainty little 
models with which no possible fault 
can be found. As types of tho toilettes 
for afternoon dances two models may 
be described, tho first for a young un- 
married lady, the second for a youthful 
matron, her sister. The first has a 
foundation skirt of dried rose-leaf faille, 
the front of which is draped with cream

sprays. With this is worn a habit bodice 
of tho dried rose-leaf faille, tho long 
basques at the back falling to tho edge 
of tho ski rt. Tho front of the corsage is 
cut en clnilo, and fastened at tho waist 
with two largo chased buttons. 
Tho 


opening is finished olT with rovers, and 
filled in with tho pleated crossed ends 
of a fichu of embroidered net; tho 
elbow sleeves are also trimmed with 
tho not. The hatchoson to accompany 
this dress is a Tuscan straw in a wide 
brimmed Lamballo shape, the brim 
caught up on one side with three straps 
of dried rose-leaf faille, ending togeth- 
er at tho top of the'low crown under a 
largo bunch of liengal roses without 
foliage. Tho married lady's dross is of 
thick white faille and gold embroidery. 
A wide band of the gold embroidery 
borders tho plain skirt. 
Paniors of 


white foulard striped with Valenciennes 
insertion are draped on each side, and 
ond at tho back under the full straight 
pleats of tho skirt. 
The faille corsage 


is ornamental with pleated draperies of 
foulard and Valenciennes crossed at 
the waist, aud ending under tho waist- 
band of wide gold braid. Tho upper 
part of the sleeve is of foulard and laee, 
puffed and terminating in a gold om- 
broiderod faille parement matching the 
collar. Tho small capote is of bouU 
Ionn6 white tnlle illusion on a gold trel- 
lis work frame, with a tall drapery of 
tullo and aigrette of white marguerites 
with gold centres rising in front. 
Whatever tho material uii'l colours 
of tho toilette may be, the chapeau i 
in complete harmony with it; and as 
ovorydescription of white lace,Mechlin, 
Valenciennes, Flemish guipure, Alen- 
con, and even antique point and other 
needle 'laces, are employed for orna- 
menting the tfibliers and panels of 
many of tho dresses, it follows that a 
great number of capotes are also made 
of lace and trimmed with llowers to 
match the dress in colour. 
Pink in 


many shades is the most fashionable 
colour, but white is also much worn, 
and a fair sprinkling of mauve and 
heliotrope toilettes may be seen at all 
theso reunions. 
Very pretty young 


ladies' dresses are made of striped fab- 
rics composed of alternate bands of 
Valenciennes or Mechlin lace and wide 
ribbon, or broarl bands of 
foulard, 


either in plain colours or embroidered. 
Others are of silk muslin in the palest 
shade of pink, embroidered in open 
patterns and worn over pink silk slips. 
Wide sashes of soft silk, tied in large 
bows or knots at the back or in front, 
are often worn with these dresses, and 
give them avcry youthful look, espec- 
ially when accompanied by a Leghorn 
straw hat with quaintly-bent brim, 
trimmed with a profusion of roses.

W« have hardly been nlilo to talk of 


anything here but that frightful acci- 
dent near Chatsworth—the most hum- 
ble of all the horrible catastrophes 
which have marked the railway histo- 
ry of the United States. It seems now 
to be taken for granted that it was 
wilfully caused. Everybody here hopes 
not, and that your noble country will 
bo spared the unutterable disgrace of 
owning such fiendish ruffians as could 
plot this holocaust. But the facts re- 
main. It is improbable—though not 
impossible—that the bridge caught fire; 
and if it was set on fire, the incendia- 
ries showed a devilish craftiness in se- 
lecting a bridge which only cnmu in 
view when it was too lute to stop the 
train. Then immediately upon the ac 
cideht a,swarm of glionls, in the shape 
of men, began to rob the dead and (ly- 
ing, oven fighting over the prey with 
those who would protect the helpless. 
No doubt circumstances sometimes 
make criminals; but it is difficult to 
believe that a scene of helplessness 
would have transformed so many ex- 
cursionists" on pleasure bent into the 
worst class of robbers, as were found, 
as il were in an instant, on the scone of 
the wreck. In spite of these disquiet- 
ing circumstances, and the fact that 
suspicious-looking characters wore seen 
in the neighbourhood before the acci- 
dent, people will hesitate, until hesita- 
tion is no longer possible, to believe 
that tinman nature is so degraded as 
the admission of incendiarism would 
imply. It is beyond belief, save on the 
strongest and most convincing evidence. 
It is b.ul enough to rob. the dead and 
wounded on a battle-field. But there 
death and injury are inevitable. To 
deal death and destruction broadcast, 
in order to provide opportunity for 
plunder, is certainly the lowest depth 
to which an utterly lost and depraved 
nature can descend.

Many tales are told o: worifler- 
ful escapes made and witnessed.-.'One 
mau tuns how he fought his way 
through the pauic-strickeu mass of hu- 
manity, and climbed over it into the 
outer air. 
All the time a woman was 


hanging ou his back with her arms 
around his neck almost strangling him. 
When he reached the light lie discov- 
ered that the woman was his wife 
whom he had left behind as dead. The 
man was frantic with joy. 


in the augle of the passage from 


the gallery the struggle to escape was 
so furious that men and women fought 
and trampled each other down. 
The 


pressure of the mass in motion was so 
great that limbs were actually torn 
from bodies of persons clutching on to 
escape but wedged in or weighed down 
immovably by the crush in that awful 
corner. A man named Davey was in 
the gallery with his wife and child, At 
the outbreak of the lire he took his 
child in his arms and dragged his wife 
toward the exit. There he fell suffo- 
cated by the smoke and heat and was 
found with his child beneath him and 
his wife lying by his side all dead.
